Pittsfield. M ass, Dec. 30.—By th © 
ex p losion of a tubular boiler in th e 
engine h ouse of th e Morewood Lake 
Ice comp any on th e New Haven rail­ 
road, a mile and a h alf south east of 
h ere, 
fourteen 
men w ere instantly 
killed and two h ave since died from 
Injuries. 
More th an twenty -five men i 
w ere h urt, 
fourteen of wh om were 1 
taken to th e h osp ital. 
Th e p olice th e­ 
o r y of th e ex p losion is th at a new safe­ 
ty valve wh ich h ad been installed was 
ch oked. 
T h e ice comp any claims th at but two 
of th e men killed were in th eir emp loy . 
T h e rem ainder h ad gath ered at th e ice 
h ouse for emp loy ment, wh ich was to 
begin with th e op eration of th e engine 
fo r h oisting iee into th e stack, for 
wh ich th e wrecked h oler was to fur­ 
nish p ower. 
Th ere were in th e en­ 
gine h ouse at th e time about twenty 
men. 
Every one of th ese men was 


j eith er killed or injured. Outside were 
j gath ered between 
six ty and eigh ty 
/ 
men. 
Th ey 
were 
eith er 
leaning 
against th e building or in group s wait­ 
ing for th e boiler to get up steam suf­ 
ficient to start th e h oist. 
No man knows wh at h ap p ened in­ 
side th e building. 
Survivors outside 
th e boiler h ouse say th at suddenly 
th ey were lifted from th eir feet and 
burled into, sp ace. 
Th e detonation 
was h eard in Pittsfield. 
Th e building 
was comp letely destroy ed. 
Big p ieces 
of iron were h urled 200 feet.

The 
protest sets forth that the action of 
the directors is comparable to that of 
the authorities of Jerusalem, who set 
a guard at. the tomb belonging to .Jo­ 
seph of Armithea wherein .Jesus Christ 
was laid alter his crucifixion. 
The action of the directors in pro­ 
viding this guard day and night at the 
tomb of Mrs. Eddy shows lack of faith 
on their part, the protest sets forth 
The soldiers were set on guard at the 
tomb sf Jesus Christ because his dis­ 
ciples had said that he would rise from 
the dead, and it was the object to dis­ 
prove this assertion. 
True followers 
of Mary Baker Eddy believe that she. 
also, will manifest herself in a bodily 
resurrection. 
The maintenance of the 
guard at her tomb by the directors of 
the 
Mother church seems to these 
protestants to indicate that the luling 
body of the faith in Boston wishes to 
forestall any evidences of such a man­ 
ifestation by the establishment of a 
permanent group of witnesses at the 
spot where the mortal remains of the 
former leader of the church lie.

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MORE remarkable life story than 
that of Mary Baker G. Eddy, 
high 
priestess 
of 
Christian 
Science, whose death was re 
cently announced in Boston, is dilfi- 
eult to find in the histories of those 
men and women who hav e been pio 
neers in the v arious fields of religion. 
Furtherm ore, nev er before has a wo 
man built up such an organization as 
that of the Christian Science church, 
with Its 9 9 7 places of worship and 
300,000 or more worshipers all ov er 
the world, its costly edifices and its 
staff of lecturers and teachers. 
She 
was almost worshiped bv those who 
adopted her faith, and ev en after her 
retirement from activ e leadership her 
Influence did not wane. 
One remarkable fact stands out in 
the life of Mrs. Eddy, especially in the 
later chapters. 
It is the loyalty of her 
followers through all the strife, legal 
and otherwise, 
whit h 
had centered 
about her. Accusations that in her de­ 
clining years her reason had become 
impaired fell upon deaf ears am ong 
Christian Scientists. Although she was 
liv ing in absolute retirement, shut off 
from intercourse ev en with most of 
her lifetime friends, there was nev er 
a doubt expressed by loyal followers 
that Mrs. Eddy was not in the sound 
possession of her faculties. 


Early Years o f Mrs. Eddy . 
The life of Mary Baker G. Eddy be 
gan eighty nine years ago in the town 
o f Bow, which is just across the Mer­ 
rimack riv er from Concord, N. H. Her 
parents were Mark and Abigail A. 
Baker, who were of Scotch and E ng­ 
lish extraction. 
Among the more dis­ 
tinguished of her ancestors were Sir 
John Mach Maeneil of Scotland and 
General John Maeneil, a New H am p­ 
shire soldier who won distinction In 
the w ar of 1812. 
General Heury Knox 
o f Rev olutionary fame was also an a n­ 
cestor. 
H er first fifteen years were passed 
o n the ancestral farm at Bow, but in 
1836 Mark Baker, the father, sold the 
place, and, according to the 
v ersio ns 
o f her youth giv en out from friendly 
sources, but strongly disputed, she re­ 
ceiv ed a fine education. 
It is said she 
mo v ed to Sanbornton Bridge, now 
T il­ 
to n, went through Ipswich sem inary 
and Sanbornton Bridge academy and 
afterward was taught by Professor 
Sanbo rn, author of Sanborn’s gram ­ 
mar, and by her brother, Albert Baker, 
a graduate of D artm outh college. 
It 
Is declared that she was instructed in 
Latin, Greek, Hebrew and French and 
was proficient in these languages long 
after her schooling ceased. 
Some of her friendly biographers 
quote Mrs. Eddy as hav ing said In de­ 
scribing the discov ery of her so called 
psychological sense that she had heard 
f v o ices calling her while still a small 
girl and that her mother had told her 
to answ er in the words of Samuel: 
"W hat wouldst thou, Lord? 
H ere I 
am!” 
Mrs. 
E ddy’s biography 
then 
say s: 
“When I had spoken a curious light­ 
ness came ov er me. 
I remem ber it so 
well! 
It seemed to me I w as being 
lifted o ff my little bed, and 1 put out 
my hands and caught the sides. 
From 
that time I nev er heard the v oices. 
They ceased.” 
It w as in this atmosphere of super 
naturalism, her biographers say, that 
the child grew* up. 
Long before she 
came of age she regarded herself as 
o ne set apart for some great work, and 
befo re she was sixteen years old she 
had decided to fit herself for either 
the ministry or some other li/e work 
in which she could make her powers 
felt. 


First Husband Dies So o n. 
In December, 3 8 43 , Mary Baker be­ 
came the w ife o f Geo rg e W ashing to n 
Glo v er, g enerally called “ W ash” Glo ­ 
v er, a clqse perso nal friend o f her 
eldest bro ther Samuel. 
Samuel Baker 
had married Glo v er's sister Eliza, and 
the two had learned the trade o f 
bricklay er. 
W ash 
Glo v er 
to o k 
his 
bride to W ilming to n, N. C., but six 


ed thal the truth was told. 
Mrs. Glov er married again in 1811) 
this time to Dr. Daniel Patterson, a 
dentist. 
'This union her friends ex­ 
plained in after years was largely to 
find a home for herself and son. 
Her m arriage to Dr. Patterson prov ­ 
ed unfortunate, and in Salem. Ma 
she obtained a div orce. Later, in 1877. 
she again married. 
Her third husband 
was Dr. Asa Gilbert Ldov , tin* fir­ 
man in the world to announce hire 
self a Christian Scientist. 
lie w :s 
also the organizer of the first <’hi 
tian Science Sunday school, and in In - 
later years lit* attracted much atten- 
tion by his lectures on Scriptural top­ 
ics. 
He died in 1NS2. 


Influence o f Quimby ‘3 Ideas. 
It was while she was Mrs. Patterson 
that Mary Baker G. Eddy really built 
the foundation of what was later to 1 ■ 
proclaimed the cult of Christian S-i 
ence. 
One -to n 
of the m anner in 
which she came to compile her creed 
was that sin* obtained possession oi 
the life work of Phineas Parkhurst 
Quimby of Portland. Me., a believ er in 
mental healing, rewrote many of his 
ideas and made of them a religion. 
According to the story. Mrs. Baker, 
then Mrs. Patterson, in 1802 learned oi

Quimby and his doctrines and began to 
correspond with him. 
Quimby is said 
to hav e w ritten ten v olumes of m anu­ 
scripts discussing a great v ariety of 
subjects, 
including religion, disease, 
spiritualism and scientific interpreta­ 
tions of v arious parts of the Scriptures 
ami the progress of sickness. 
He was 
looked upon as a wonderful healer of 
the sick, not with medicine, but by a 
spiritual process not unlike th a t pro 
fessed by Christian Science healers of 
the present day. 
Mrs. Eddy began f«> 
study under Quimby In 1864. 
Although Mrs. Eddy practiced heal­ 
ing for sev eral years after her studies 
under Quimby, it was not until 187<t 
that she published her first v olume, 
"The Science of Man,” with a chapter 
on science and health, the forerunner 
of the present "Science and Health. 
With K ey to the Scriptures,” the offi­ 
cial textbook in ev ery Christian Sci­ 
ence church. 
This w as the real beginning of the 
Christian Science denomination. 
The 
mov ement soon outgrew’ the city of 
Lynn, Mass., where Mrs. Eddy was 
then liv ing, and she remov ed to Bos 
ton. 
T he Christian Science mov ement 
became popular at once, and its growth 
was remarkable. 
Soon afte r her arriv al in Boston 
Mrs. Eddy and her followers o rg anized 
the C hristian Science association, and 
it was decided to erect a church there, 
called the First Church of Christ, Sci­ 
entist. 
The charter was obtained in 
July of 1870. and Mrs. Eddy filled the 
pastorate. 
She w*as regularly ordain 
ed as a m inister in 1881. 


Suit by Mrs. Eddy 's Relativ es. 
D uring the same year Mrs. Eddv 
founded the Massachusetts M etaphysi­ 
cal college in Boston for the instruc­ 
tion of Christian Science teachers, and 
for elev en years this college flourished, 
closing in 389 2. 
Its graduates then 
num bered about 4,000, and they drift­ 
ed to m any parts of the world, teach 
Ing and practicing Christian Science. 
It w’as about this time th at Mrs. Eddy 
went Into retirement at Concord. 
In October of 39 06 came a persistent 
report th at Mrs. Eddy w as dying. 
A 
story w as published that she w as suf­ 
fering from cancer and was Immured 
at l'leasa nt View’, in Concord, while 
another woman made up to look like 
her drov e out in a closed carriage each 
day to deceiv e the public. 
T he wide 
circulatio n o f this story bro ug ht fro m 


many (¿elusions. 
Ono of tho papers filed by the do- 
fense in the suit was to tho effect that 
Mrs. Eddy was worth $.871.863. be­ 
sides her real estate. 
The defendants 
alleged that she was sound in mind 
and body and well able to protect her­ 
self and her interests in spite of the 
fact that she was then eighty-six years 
old. 
Tho case was referred to three mas 
ters—Ju<L« e Edgar Aldrich of the Unit­ 
ed States court. Dr. George F. Jolly 
of Boston and former Congressman 
Hose a \Y. Parks of Claremont. 
A ft­ 
er an extended hearing of -the case 
these masters called upon and inter­ 
v iewed Mrs. Eddy at Pleasant View. 
Shortly afterw ard, on Aug. 23. 39 07, 
the counsel for the "next friends" a n­ 
nounced the withdrawal, of the suit, 
a 
settlem ent 
hav ing 
been 
reached 
whereby a fund of $100.000 was set 
aside f o r her relations. 
A board of three trustees, known 
as 
Mrs. Eddy’s personal trustees, was ap­ 
pointed. with the consent of the court, 
to attend 
to her personal 
finances. 
They are Archibald McLellan, who is 
| chairman of the board <>f directors of 
1 the mother church: Adam II. Dickey, 
also a mother church director, and Jo- 
siali Fernald, cashier o f the National 
bank of Concord, X. II. 
It was while fhe litigation instituted 
by George Glov er and others was pend­ 
ing that Mrs. Eddy mov ed her house­ 
hold from Concord to Brookline, on 
the outskirts <>f Boston. 
Fhe made 
the journey on a special train, in front 
of w hich ran a pilot engine. 


Mrs. Stetso n's Hum iliatio n. 
The upheav al caused by the suit was 
not entirely ov er before another sen­ 
sation came. 
This was an alleged at­ 
tempt upon the part of Mrs. Augusta 
E. Stetson, leader of the First Church 
of Christ in New York city, to usurp 
the power of Mrs. Eddy and proclaim 
herself as Mrs. Eddy's successor to the 
leadership of Christian Science. 
Mrs. Stetson had built up a large per­ 
sonal following both in the F irst Church 
of Christ and elsewhere. H er students 
were to be found in m any parts of the 
Unitetl Slates. 
Many of her personal 
following were practitioners who held 
licenses from the mother church. 
In 
the sum m er of 19 09 charges against 
her and her practitioners were lodged 
with the mother church officials by 
Virgil (). Striekler, first reader of the 
First Church of New’ York, and by 
others in the church. 
It was widely published a t the time 
that Mrs. Stetson and her students had 
broken aw ay from the m other church 
domination 
and 
were 
teaching 
a 
"brand” of Christian Science which 
which was not in keeping with the 
rules laid down by Mrs. Eddy. 
Also 
it was broadly asserted that Mrs. Ed­ 
dy and her board of directors feared 
the growing influences of Mrs. Stetson 
and that drastic steps would be taken 
to put an end to Mrs. Stetson's popu­ 
larity. 
One of the first steps in this direc­ 
tion was the calling to Boston of Mrs. 
Stetson and a large num ber of her stu­ 
dents. 
Hearings were held before the 
mother church board of directors. 
It

Still the Stetson influence was not 
killed. 
A meeting of the F irst church 
congregation was be; I last Janu ary to 
elect a new board of trustees unfav or­ 
able to Mrs. Stetson. 
At th at time 
Mrs. Eddy wrote a letter to the congre­ 
gation urging them to remain faithful 
to the "true” Christian Science and the 
mother church. 
This letter, it was be­ 
liev ed. had a great deal to do with the 
ov erthrow of the Stetson influence, for 
Mrs. Stetson’s candidates for re-elec­ 
tion to the board were defeated by 
a 
large majority. 
Afterward Mrs. Eddy 
wrote a letter to the congregation con­ 
g ratulating them upo n their actio n. 


SUGAR TRUST CAUGHT 
IN MURE MEANNESS 


New Orleans and San Francisco 


Frauds In Be Investigated. 


W ashington. Dec. 33.—The United 
States gov ernm ent is not yet through 
with the sugar trust. 
Inv estigations 
at New* Orleans and San Francisco 
hav e uncov ered trails that lead offi­ 
cials of the customs serv ice to believ e 
th at it is possible for the gov ernment 
to collect large sums from the trust. 
The inv estigation at New Orleans goes 
back m ore than a dozen years. 
The 
alleged frauds were committed in the 
sam pling of the sugar and are not con­ 
cerned with the weighing. 
It was said 
by an official that it is hard to esti­ 
m ate how much the gov ernment lost 
through these frauds, for they hav e 
cov ered a long period of time. 
The frauds on the coast said to hav e 
been committed by 
the trust were 
draw back frauds like those brought to 
light recently in New York, where the 
gov ernment expects to recov er possi­ 
bly t .ree-quarters of a million dollars. 
In San Francisco it is alleged that 
sugar imported from the Philippines 
and used in fruit exported afterward, 
got a drawback as Jav a sugar. 
These 
frauds, too, are said to hav e been ex­ 
tensiv e.

31.—Form er Police 
Commissioner Theodore A. Bingham 
has won a point in his suit against 
Mayor William J. Gav nor to recov er 
$100,000 for alleged libel. 
The appellate div ision of the su­ 
preme court rev ersed an interlocutory 
judgm ent in fav or of Mayor Gav nor. 
ov erruling a dem urrer interposed by 
Bingham to M av orG aynor’s answer 
Bingham demurred to the separate 
defenses in Gaynor’s answer, in which 
the mayor attem pted to set forth priv ­ 
ilege. 
On March 30 Justice Green- 
baum, in special term. Part I. of the 
suprem e court, rendered a judgment 
In fav or of Gaynor ov erruling Bing­ 
h am ’s demurrer. 
The judgm ent the appellate div ision 
has rev ersed and sustained the de­ 
m urrer. 
This, it wras said, wiped out 
the m ayor’s defense of priv ilege.

with the aarrest of the boy George B.
